tion of the Mongol race now that ‘world peace’ hae been establiahed." Ag & 
result of this meeting, the IMBILC was formed, 


«- fhe meeting with Soviet and Mongolian People’ a Republic (MPR) Arniy officer: 


Seen after the formation of the IFRLC » Soviet and MPR troops entered Inney 
Mongolia, and advised all of the leaders of the various leegnes and banners, 
as well ag the representatives of the people, to assenble at Tewangfa, seat 
of the Sunit Right Renner government, and hold a People's Representative 
Conference. The revresentative of the MPR Arty polltical workers went so 
far as to tell the IMRLT that they must send representatives to Ulen Bator 
immediately and ask for assistance in effecting the independence of Inner 
Mongoliz. However, Boyandaleai renlied that the dispatching of a reprecenta~ 
tave to Ulan Rater mast be decided ay tho people and that this matter would 
be decided in tha People's Representative Conferenca,. 


3e The Inner Mongolian People's Representative Conference: 


On 10 September 1945, 25 delegates, including 80 Peprecentativea of the 
various Lleaeues and banvers, Uljivachir, representing the ? Division 
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of the Mongol Army of Prince TE, end Damirinsereng, representing the 9 
Division of the Mongol. Army, and 13 other delegates, assembled for a 
three=day nesting of the Pecple's Representative Conference. Tha followe 
ing resolutions were passed at this conference? 


ao The Inner Mongolian Repeblic Temporary Government mast be established 
immediately. 


the organization with the highest authority in the country was to be 
the Small Horal (Baga Horal/Central Executive Counetl), made up of 23 
members. The fellewing were elected members:

After the arrival of the Mongol representatives in Ulen Bator: 


After their arrival in Ulan Betor, the representatives were treated as if 
they were under semi~detention, They remained in Ulan Bator for a peried 


' of three wees, but they were not able to meet high government officials. 


wach day, they were shown MPR achievementa in the calturel, educational, 
sanitation and industrial fMelds, bus they were not able te sec or leara 
anything about the military installations and the political conditions of 
the country. They urzed that they be allowed te meet the high government 
officials as soon as possible so that they could retarn to Inner Mongolia, 
tat in reply they were told, "There is no need for hurrying. et only is 
the Eighth Route Army ia Tewangiu at the oresent tine, vat we are holding 
meetings on .olitical problems.* Upon hearing this, the Inner Mongolien 
fepresentatives immediately realized what the real situation ws and were 
very dissppointed. 


The Gry before their departare, the Mongel representatives received far= 
ined ‘clothes, hats, shoes, anshes and other articles as eitts, and were 
invited to a banquet that evening by Choibaisang, President of the MP2. 

The Soviet Aubassador to the MPR and a Seviet military adviter vere also 
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emong the gcests. At the banquet, Choibaleang made the following gtate= 
nent to the Inner Mongolian representatives: “We must aid the Inner Non=- 
goliena who are cur brothers and of the same nace, but, since China has 


‘already recognized our independence, i¢ would be inappropriate Zor us at 


this time to give any assistance to Inner Mongolia excent to educate Taner 
Mongolian studenta, although it wil] be possible for us to aid Inner Mon- 
gelia in various other waya in the future. Therefore, seni students to us 
in grent numbers and we shall educate ali of them for you. When you ratura 
to your country, we hope you will all cooperate with the Chinese Eights 
Houte Army. They are our frienda." 


With thia, the Inner Mongolian representatives clearly underatood the atti- 
tude of the MPR. Damirinsereng and Uljiwachir were requested to remain 
becanse certain military matters had te be settled, and they were Lelt 
behind in Ulan Bater. All the other representatives were escorted back to 
Sunit Right Banner. 


Tne disernive of Prince TE!s Mongol Arny? 


While the Inner Mongolian representatives were in Ulan Bator, Soviet troops 
disarmed twe divisions of the Mongol Army 21% Shangtu Heier, (113-41, 41-31), 
south of Tevanefa. The officers end men as well as their fanilies were 
teken to the MPR. 


Conditions in Sunit Right Banner after the return of the representatives: — 


When the Inner Mongolian representatives returned to Tewangfa, they Cia-~ 
eovered that the Communiate were already there, just as ther had been 
told in the MPR. Not only was the Eighth Route Army ‘there, but alse the 
Gommumiet political workers, led by YUN Tse. YUN had alreevly finished his 
work of dissolving the Temorary Government and hed returned to Kalgen 
(114-55, 40-50). A few of hie staff workers had remained behind in Te= 
yanefu to teke the Inner Mongolian representatives with them te Kalgen. 
These representatives were told that “a general Mongol Representatives 
Canference vas to be held in Kalgan, a conference which would inelinde 
gastern Mongolia, and that the Inner Mongolien representatives would have 
to go." There was nothing else the representatives could ¢o but goo 


When the representatives came to Kalgan, PAO Weklun, a Colenel in the 
Heingan Arny, secretly delivered a Gocoment to Jirgalang, which had been 
entrusted to him by Zawongen, Asgen and one or two other Mongol leaders 

in eastern Monrolta. PAO hed lett Waneychmieo (122-02, 46-05) during the 
jatter part of August, had reached Chahar longue during the early part of 
November, and was walting for the retura of the Inner Mongolian representa= 
tives who bad gone te the MPR. The essence of the document was as follows: 
‘Ye have established an East Mongolian Autonomous Governmens in Wangychmiaa 
and would like your opinion on it. What united action shall we take ia cone~ 
naction with western Mongolia in the fatere?® 


Conditions surrounding the establishment of the Inner Mongclisn Autenomouge 
Movement Alldance (Allied Council): 


It ia nes known whether it was because of the inadequate trevel facllitics 
or because they had not been called to the meeting, bat Vacs Mongolian dele= 
fates were not present in Kelgan for the meeting. Not only that, the re- 
pvesentatives of the former Temporary Sovernment were also not allowed to 
attend, and an abaolutely undemocratic conference was held, with about 80 
of the western Mongols an Kalgan as representatives. The outcome of the 
sonference was the establishment of a dictatorial Inner Mongolian Autencmonus 
Movement Allience.

Ags @ reault of the conference, a compromise plan was adopted. The Enst 
Mengzolion Covernment was diasolved and wes absorbed into the Alldarce. On 
the other hond, a General Branch Alliance was to be established in eastern 
Mongolia, end the leaders of the former Fast Mongolian Sovernument were to 
vetain their vositions in the Gencral Brench Alldance. 


Go Eastern Mongolia after the Chenete Conference? 


“hen Heyonsen and his party returned to seen Mongolia, they were meat 

by strong eppesition from the Monzol youth becanse they hed agreed ta the 
disgolution of the East Mongolian blebs The eppositfon became still 
atesnger when CHANG fs! ae (38 8 es }, a Chinese Communist, became Vice-Govern= 
or of the newly established Taleen Pravince. Ag a result, soon afterwerds, 
in May 1247, the covermment waa reorganised and the nome chenged. te the Innor . 
Mongolian futonomous Sorernmens. 


Lo. The accompli shnentes of the Alliance betweea December 1045 and October 1946: 
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Branches vere established in Chehar and Shilingol Leacues, with 
gub-branches in the various beanerg of these Learues. Brenchas 
were algo established in parts of Ulanjep and Bayantale Seagues, 
and the leamme governments of Shilingol ond Chohar were established. 


Ag soon au the Allfance was organized, the Inner Mongolian Military 
sovernument Inatitute was established. More than 500 atudenté hare 
ginee then been treined and eduented im the Institate. Amenge the 
atadenta, more than one-third were young seldiera, most of whom 
ned been students in the Mongol Army Accdeny under Prince THs 
Government. Aa most of the studente were Racial Frinciple aa- 
vocates, they vere very Gisestisfled with being the ‘tail! of 
YON fae and the Chinese Communists, and because a great many 
Ghiasse Cemmoniats bed been placed in the Alliance. In ome in- 
atence all ef the students threatened to en to either eastern 
Mongolia er the MER, but were finally persuaded to remain.

inner Mongolian Literary Work Group? 


Moat of the lesders of this group were Chinese, and since moat of 
the plays and songe vubliahed were in Chinese, thie group did not 
meets with much success. 


The Alliances established ao dispensary which proved. te be comparz= 
sively efficient. 


fnaner Mongolion Industrial Comoany? 


“Re capital for thia company vas pat up by the Alliance and the 
Forder Diatrict Bank of the Shanai-Chahar-ionel (Chin-Ch!a-Ch2) . 
Government. The reputation of the company was bad and not a single 
Mongol fuvested any money or had any faith in it. The Mongols op- 
youed 2% all the more because the head cf the company wae a Chinese. 


Militery Affairs: 


ta the spring of 1246, Ul jiwachir, sccompanied by sbout 300 of his 
former troops, which were armed and, equipped by the MPR, retarned 
“o Sunit Eight Banner and assenblel approximately 1,000 troapse 
With supplies received from the Eighth Route Army, he organized 
them into the inner Mongolian Self-Defense Army. 


Rate organized the Independent Cavalry Brigade (troops of the 
forner Mongol Army) mode up of approximately 300 men. 


Chiajorigto eni hie more than 2,000 troeps were organised inte the 
{nner Mongolian Self-Refense Army. 


All of the exnensez for these projects vere met by the Shanai-Chaher= 
Hopel Government, which was comparatively generous in its payments. 
‘this was especielly true as far ae achoo] exmenses and food and 
elething for studeats vere concerned.

soon after the Soviet Arm entered, the amswnition and weapons 
stowed at Tewenefu were burned and expleded. The artillery 
sheilgs that remmined were loaded onto three or four trucks and, 
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given to the Eighth Beute Army. 


About Augeust or September 1945, 50 to 60 truckloads of 

weapons and munitions were heuled to Ealean via Paichengteu 
(122-52, W5037), Linhsi (118-28, 45-32), Peitcumiao (1lé-10, 
43-55) and Sunit Right Banner. The writer actually sew the 
USSR savplying arne and munitions te the Eighth Route Army. 


The establishment of an intelligence net by the MPR: 


As geen as the MPR Army entered Inner Mongolia, 16 begen to 
ges wo an intelligence net. Intelligence agents were ap- 
pointed from among all claases of people, euch ap the nobility, 
lames, youth, etc. In December 1945, Dertog, Vice-Head of the 
MPR Internal Affaire Department, and his department!a Soviet 
advleor arrived in Eslgen with a group of intelligence agents. 
Wireless sets were left im Kalgan with two ageuts who had con= 
tact with YUN Tse and the Eighth Route Army, and, when the 
Eighth Route Army withdrew from Kalgan in September 1946, they 
weat with YUN fse to Paiteunine. After remaining there for a 
few days, they went with YON Tee to Vlan Sater to ask for 
assistance. 


There was also another intelligence group sent out by the MPR. 
It was composed of three men, two Hongels and one Chinese. On 
their way to Dolon (116-25, 42-10) from Peitruminao they weve 
arrested by the #ichth Houte Army and handed over to the Al= 
liance. It 48 not known whether they succeeded in reaching 
Delon. 


Rumors concerning Boyandalai's death: 


About the time the Alliance was established, 3oyandalal was 
arrested in his home in Chahar by the Eighth Route Army and, 
necording to the announcement by YUN Tse, was killed by bar: 
dits as he was being taken te Shangtn Heien. However, thera 
axe also ramors to the effect that he was taken to the MPR. 
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
